The Committee on Miscellaneous Subjects of 
the Board of Trade met again yesterday after- 
noon to consider the question of changing the 
law relative to the inspection of grain, etc. 

The Chair, Mr. Brainard, stated the Iowa 
wheat was being carried by the Central and the 
Northwestern to Milwaukee as cheaply as they 
carried it to Chicago. The reason was, that Mil. 
waukee graded wheat according to qualtty, and 
not weight, and hence it was graded higher. The 
Northwestern was carrying Iowa w'eat 
Chicago to Milwaukee. 

Mr. Bacon stated that much of the wheat 
which reached Milwaukee came from Minnesota, 
and was of superior quality to that received at 
Chicago. The Inspectors at Milwaukee graded ° 
up the wheat which they received from points 
tributary to Chicago, and made it rather higher 
than that received from points properly tribu- 
tary to Chicago. It was a scheme to get busi- 

ness from this city. 

Mr. Randolph said Milwaukee had fer years 

| been in the habit of inspecting favorably grain 
drawn from competing points, always inspecting 
it higher than Chicago. He did not think this 
place should try to meet such a competition, but 
keep its own standard of inspections just what 
it was.

We hardly know which was most con- 
apiouous, their ignorance of the law, or their con- 
tempt for it, as shown by the Board. Thus, in the 
matter of the Judges of the several Courts, the 
- Commissioners fixed their salaries at $7,000 
each. That is the legal salary of the Judges, 
but it is not all to be paid by Cook County. The 
Judges of the Circuit and Superior Courts of 
this county receive 68,000 each from the 
State and $4,000 each from the county; 
but the Commissioners voted them 67, O00 each, 


These salaries are to be paid out of the County 
Treasury. The Sheriff has heretofore been paid 
by fees,—fees collected from the county, and 


been required to be paid into the County Treas-

Great Britain has in her system of taxation a 
remarkable scale of assessments upon what may 
be classed under the general term of luxuries 
and amusements.
